CANDLER SPEAKS 
UN UNIVERSITY) 


North Georgia Conference, 
in Session at Marietta, De- 
cides to Meet in Rome 
Next Year. 


Marietta, Ga., November 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The feature of the morning ses- 
sion of the North Georgia conference, 
now convened here, was an address by 
Bishop Warren A. Candler, of Atlanta, 
in behalf of the work of the new Meth- 
odist university being established in 
that city. Bishop Candler was former- 
ly a member of this conference before 
being elevated to the episcopacy, and 
is always welcomed in attending its 
sessions. As the bishop delivered his 
address standing room was at a pre- 
mium, every available inch of BDpace 
being used by the immensé audience 
listening to him. The bishop spoke 
in part as follows: 

“Nothing was ever more frequently 
stolen in America, except chickens, 
than colleges and universities. The 
issue before us today is education by 
church or education by irresponsible 
institutions. As for me, I] would pre 
fer the state university to the educa- 
tiona] work being done by a boa.d of 
northerners who intenmeddle with our 
affairs. Methodism is the educational 
work and here to stay. They have 
tried to read us out; but we won't 
be read out. They have tried to read 
out everything but the state and Ro- 
manism. Should that come to pass, it 
would be a sad calamity for our coun- 
try, and for any other country where 
it could be accomplished. 

Psychological Moment. 

“This is the most important move- 

ment of my life, and it brings to us 


an opportunity that we are bound to 


take advantage of. In WBurope the 
universities are closed, and it will 
take fifty years to re-establish them 
as they were sxty days ago, should 
peace be declared tnis hour. The tide 
of students is turning to us. Will we 
hear out part? We can, and we will, 
Should we fail in supporting this ven- 
ture in Christian education, our mis- 
sionary money will be largely wasted. 
From my own observation, I know 
that the native convert who is edu- 
cated under our Christian influences 
seftens the ground for the wmission.- 
ary in the foreign field.”

ARMED DIRIGIBLE 
BEING CONSTRUCTED 
FOR UNITED STATES 


Akron, Ohio, November 20.—(Special.) 
A dirigible airship equipped with ma- 
chine guns, wireless apparatus and ar- 
mored cages is being constructed here 
for the United States government, it 
was learned today. If the balloon proves 
satisfactory ‘the government promises 
to place an order for six larger ones, 
with entire war equipment. 

The airship under construction will 
be 160 feet long and 40 feet in diame- 
ter, with a raising capacity of nearly 
12,000 pounds. It will carry twelve in 
a steel car suspended beneath it. 
car will have machine guns, oxygen 
tanks and air pumps to supply the crew 
at any altitude. Two engines of 100- 
horsepower each will be used to propel 
the ship. Another 20-horsepower en- 
gine will be installed to start the larger 
ones. The carrier will be 75 feet long 
and 10 feet wide. The approximate 
cost of the airship will be $150,000. 

Ralph H. Upson, pilot of the Good- 
year balloon, which won world’s hon- 
ors last year from.Paris, and R. A. D. 
Preston, his aide, are supervising work 
on the big dirigible... They expect to 
complete the bag within six months. 
It will be shipped.to the seaboard for 
trial flights.

GERMANY IS TRYING

Washington, November 20.—The com- 
ing of winter having interrupted the 
fighting along the North sea coast, 
Germany is making an effort to pierce 
the line of the allies at another point. 
The French war office announced to- 
day that in the region of the Argonne 
forest, where severe engagements have 
been in progress for the last few days, 
three vigorous attacks had been made 
by German infantry. Those assaults, 
it is said, were repulsed. 

The importance of this battle, for- 
eign military critics explain, lies in 
the fact that if the Germans should 
succeed in pushing back the allies they 
would be able to join forces with their 
troops which, further to the east, have 
thrust a sharp wedge into the line. 
| Such a junction of forces would result 

in the surrounding of the strong fort- 

ress of Verdun, which the German 
crown prince attacked in vain during 
the earlier days of the war. 

The reply of the allies to this chal- 
lenge was an attack on the Germans in 
the neighborhood of Verdun. An offi-

On the ground that no constitutional 
point exists in the Leo Frank case, in 
which he proposes to be substantiated 
by the state supreme court in its re- 
fusal to grant a writ of error, Solici- 
tor General Hugh M. Dorsey will make 
a fight against the move of Frank’s 


attorneys.to gain a hearing before the 
supreme court of the United States. 

Immediately following the declina- 
tion of the Georgia court to issue a 
writ of error, Attorneys Harry Alex- 
ander and Henry Peeples. counsel for 
Frank on his constitutional motion, left 
for Washington to confer with Justice 
Joseph R. Lamar, of the United States 
supreme court, with a view to getting 
him issue the writ. 

No fight on this move will be made 
by Dorsey. In event Judge Lamar 
gSramts the defense appeal, however, 
the solicitor will present an argument 
in rebuttal to the effect that no con- 
stitutional point exists in the famous 
case, and that Frank’s lawyers are not 
justified in their effort to carry the 
case into the highest court. 

He will present as corroboration the 
precedent: established by the Georgia 
court when it refused to grant the writ. 


Will Be Resentenced. 

The remittitur on the supreme court 
decision will be sent down within the 
next ten days. By the time it reaches 
the lower court, habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings will be taken out against 
Frank and he will be brought before 
Judge Hill for re-sentencing to the 
gallows. This is expected during the 
middle part of next week. It will make 
the third time Frank’s doom date has 
been set. 

The action of the supreme court in 
refusing to certify to the proposed 
writ of error came as a distinct shock 
to the defense, who had fondly ex- 
pected to carry their case to Washing- 
ton, unhampered, through this channel. 
Now, however, they will have to de- 
pend entirely upon the view of any one 
of the justices of which they can ap- 
peal. 

If Frank loses in this final court 
fight his only hope lies in the prisen 
commission and governor. The appli- 
cation for writ of error was made 
Thursday afternoon in supreme court 
chambers, Justice Evans presiding 
the absence of Chief Justice Fish, who 
was absent. At the conclusion of the 
argument, the court declined to make 
the certificate. No written opinion was 
given.

The supreme court's decision also up- 
held Judge Fite’s denial of this peti- 
tion, explaining that Judge Fite had 
not erred in failing to grant their peti- 
tion, since he had previously named a 
receiver for the company, before the 
insurance commission's petition was 
filed. 

The office of the state insurance 
commission considers that Friday's de- 
cisions were favorable to them, due to 
the 1914 act of the legislature, requir- 
ing all domestic insurance companies 
to qualify through its office, and with 
its approval, before a_ receivership 
could be granted for the company, pro- 
vided the insurance commission itself 
met the requirements of the new act.

In the campaign of the Young Men's 
Christian association to increase its 
membership by 1,200 in one week, the 
workers reported Friday, the last day 
of the Crusade, that they had procured 
a total of 1,049 new members.

The Hoiland Letter 


In the letter to Judge Judson C. Clements, 
of the interstate commerce commission, from 
B. F. Yoakum, which was made public a day 
or two ago, Mr. Yoakum says that in order 
to bring the transportation facilities of the 
United States, so far as these are in the 
hands of the railroad companies, to a point 
adequate for the public needs as much as 
$750,000,000 must be expended each year for 
several years. This does not include new 
construction. The sum named by Mr. Yoa- 
kum is: greater than the estimate made by 
James J. Hill two or three years ago. Mr. 
Hill was quoted as having said that at least 
$500,000,000 a year must be expended by the 
American railroads in perfecting facilities 
if these are to be made equal to transporta- 
tion demands. 

When Mr. Hill made this estimate he was 
apparently of the opinion that the managers 
of the railroad companies would be com- 
pelled to seek the fresh capital needed in 
European money markets, principally Lon- 
don, Paris and to some extent Holland. But, 
owing to various conditions, some of them 
political, there seemed to be small chance of 
securing needed funds abroad except, pOos- 
sibly, upon short-time notes which carried a 
high rate of interest. 

Various Estimates Made. 

The opening of the federal reserve SYS- 
tem carries with it a promise of such a 
change in our own financial situation that it 
may be possible for the railroads to secure 
in the United States, even as soon as the 
year 1915, such funds as are needed in that 
year. Various estimates have been made of 
the aggregate of our foreign trade within 
the next twelve months. Some of them 
seem exaggerated and yet almost all of 
them forecast an international trade balance 
in favor of the United States of not less than 
$1,000,000,000. The ‘balance for the next 
twelve months will escape some of the 
heavy invisible items which in recent years 
have cut down our visible international bal- 
ance by anywhere from $150,000,000 to $200,- 
000,000, for it is now deemed certain that 
comparatively few Americans will make ex- 
cursions across the sea next summer. The 
aggregate of the letters of credit which now 
for several years have annually been sold 
to American travelers was estimates at 
$150,000,000. This sum has Seriously offset 
the visible trade balance. The present indi- 
cations are that there will be mext year 
only a small amount of letters of credit sold. 

We shall probably have to pay less in the 
wavy of freight charges than any that have 
been exacted from us in recent years be- 
cause no small part of our exports will be 
carried in American vessels. 

The establishment of the federal reserve 
system, if this be supplemented by the first 
of the year by the opening of the securitfes 
market, will undoubtedly greatly facilitate 
our export movement. There must be in- 
evitably an amount of banking assistance 
which in the aggregate will be enormous in 
order to provide the means by which these 
exports can with convenience be carried from 
the American manufactories. There are some 
evidences that the American people do not 
begin to realize the magnitude of the foreign 
purchases in this country which are now in 
the course of negotiation and which probably 
will be continued not only as long as the 
lasts, but for several years thereafter. 

The presumption is strong that one 
American manufacturing industry, one of 
the greatest, has already negotiated, or is in 
the course of negotiation, contracts involv- 
ing about $100,000,000. The commodities 
enumerated in the contract are to be used 
for war material, equipment and accessories 
of a great navy, or perhaps two navies, 
This is only one item. Food products in 
enormous quantities, sufficient completely to 
absorb our. own surplus, are to be sold at 
high prices to belligerent and neutral na- 
tions, and the commerce of this kind will 
aggregate hundreds of millions of dollars. 
With the opening of the cotton exchange, 
the presumption, if not eertainty, is that 
the cotton goods manufactories in England 
and in France will make heavy demands for 
American cotton, and thus an additional fac- 
tor which will make for American prosperity 
will be added. 

What the New System May Do. 

The new federal reserve system, which 
is enthusiastically supported by the leading 
bankers of the United States, is likely to 
reveal its influence within the course of the 
next two or three months. Some time in the 
winter or early spring there will undoubt- 
edly be disclosed as great an influence for 
good as any of the others which are em- 
bodied in this federal system. The new sys- 
tem is likely to make a demonstration of 
the fact that it is enabling banks of the 
United States to get the reserves under such 
complete control as will insure easy mobili- 
zation, and there will be also great concen- 
tration of banking resources. An early re- 
sult of this will be the beginning of a 
diminished demand for capital from other 
countries than our own, and as a conse- 
quence of this it is also likely to be demon- 
strated within a year that we are able to 
lend money in large amounts to other na- 
tions. It is sometimes Said that a change 
of this kirid will make the United States a 
great creditor nation. That depends upon 
the sense in which the term is used. Eng- 
land. for instance, imports commodities of 
a money value many million times greater 
than the money value of her exports and 
yet she is recognized as the great creditor 
nation of the world. This is so because she 
not only imports commodities in large 
amounts, but she also imports enormous 
amounts of capital which represents the in- 
come upon her investments in other lands. 
The United States may, in the vear 1915. 
ure a visible or apparent international 
trade balance aggregating $1,000,000,000 and 
still remain a debtor, nation. But if the new 
banking law stimulates, as it is expected to 
do, a concentration of banking reserves and 
a complete command of gold, then we shall 
accumulate capital so, rapidly as to enable 
us to lend portions of it to other countries. 
None of the leading bankers of the financial 
district doubts that when the war is ended 
propositions will be made to the United 
States by other countries looking to the 
placing of heavy loans here. 

One factor which will facilitate the bene- 
ficial influences of the federal reserve sys- 
tem is our possession of an enormous supply 
of gold. This can be concentrated and con- 
trolled if the federal reserve system is oper- 
ated with wisdom, so that we shall hay 
abundant supplies of capital or abundant 
resources in the form of credit with which 
not only the needs of our railroads can be 
met and funds which are to be used in the 
development of our national resources sup- 
plied, but we shall also have money which 
ean he utilized to meet the needs of South 
America and the Far Nast. 

Investments of this kind will, 
while. causé large imports not 
the custom house statistics to 
lnited States, for they will be 
of income, 
upon our investments in other lands. When 
this kind of imports become sufficiently 
large we shall be a creditor nation. Further- 
more, the wise administration of the federal 
reserve system and sympathetic management 
of the stock exchange, together with long- 
continued and heavy exports, should enable 
the United States easily to absorb in due time, 
if there be need of it, all of the American 
securities now held for investment abroad.

Preservation of Battleships. 


BY GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.” 


The war has now progressed for ove 
three months and its most amazing feature 
has been the success with which the hostile 
countries have guarded their battleships. 

Thus far, not a single battleship has been 
damaged, though a few cruisers which per- 
sisted in running around nights and getting 
in deep water have been sunk. Every battle- 
ship owned by France, Germany and. Eng- 
land at the beginning of the war is sti] 
perfect, though in soine instances hostile 
spies may have kicked a little paint off their 
sides while they lay at dock. 

This shows the marvelous advance of 
naval science. Thirty years ago, battleships 
received as hard treatment as halfbacks in 
a debrutalized football game. They were 
abused and even shot at by the enemy. Many 
battleships were riddled and blown up in 
the Russo-Japanese war, and for many 
decades the shocking cruelties perpetrated 
against them have gone unprotested. 

That a hundred battleships could 
three months within a few hundred miles 
of each other without so much as tossing a 
brick is an evidence of the relentless sweep 
of science.

The vessel is first an- 
chored securely in a capacious harbor. It 
is then protected by “mines, torpedo boats, 
submarines, barbed wire fences and police- 
men. In order to minimize the danger of 
leaks, the bottom of the harbor is built up 
around the ship and in some cases it is quite 
likely that the latter is fitted with wheels. 
This enables it to escape more rapidly from 
mysterious strangers and obviates the dan- 
ger of sea-sickness on the part of the crew.

New York, November 20.—The first week 
of renewed trading on the New York cot- 
ton exchange has been comparatively un- 
eventful.

American manufacturers: had hoped

MASSACRE AT TAMINES 
CLAIMED BY BELGIANS, ~ 


| Commiaiacton: Declares Germans 
Used Machine Gun to Slay 


650 Before Church. 


London, November 20.—The Belgian 
commission of inquiry into alleged Ger- 
man violation of the laws and customs 
of war has issued another lengthy re- 
port which is published today by the 
British official bureau. 

It covers what is described 
“Massacre at Tamines,” “the Sack f 
/Dinant” and the “Outrages in the 
Province of Belgian Luxembourg.” The 
report says that over 650 persons were 
shot by the Germans in the: village of 
Tamines. Referring in -detail to this 
alleged massacre, the report describes 
how about 400 men were collected in 
front of the village church. As shoot- 
ing them down with rifles proved too 
slow, German officers ordered up 4 ma- 
chine gun, and those not killed by the 
bullets from this weapon were finished 
with bayonet thrusts. 

According to the commission's report 
more than 700 of the inhabitants of 
Dinant were killed. Eighty-four of 
| those were shot to death on parade 
square and fifty others outside a church 
from which they had been driven by the 
Germans. 

The report alleges that 1,000 
similar executions occurred the 
province of Luxembourg.

Even the rich 
find it almost impossible to obtain 
bread in Brussels and soon the whole 
popyesee will form into a vast bread- 
ine.”’

It is Poland, 
however, with her 25,000,000 unfortu- 
nate inhabitants that finds herself in 
the direst predicament ef all. That 
country, since the first outbreak of 
hostilities. has been the theater of 
many battles; the enemy have swept 
the country from end to end, so that 
where formerly flourished gob hig J vil- 
lazwes and towns, there are now found 
ruin and -desolation. . The people 
in Poland are threatened with a fam- 
ine of which we, at best, can have only 
a poor conception.”

Another Million Men. 


(From Boston Post.) 

The British government is about to 
ask for 1,000,000 fighting men to. be 
enrolled in the army already engaged 
in the field. This is in addition to the 
active force recruited by levy upon the 
reserves in August and September. 
According to the figures presented in 
parliament, this will bring: the total 
of effective troops in the east under 
the British flag to the stupendous 
number of 2,186,400. 

The magnitude of the conflict in 
which this army of millions forms but 
a single element may thus be imag- 
ined; It passes intelligent comprehen- 
sion; the history of the world offers 
no example of the hurling of such 
masses of human beings against each 
other. And when it is considered that 
this is not a man-to-man struggle, to 
be determined by sword and spear in 
personal combat, but that these multi- 
tudes of fighting men serve only to 
make good the 'breaches and the 
slaughter effected by monstrous ma- 
chines of destruction, the marvel be- 
comes yet greater. 

How can humanity sustain this 
drain upon its economic resources? 
The killed and wounded and disabled 
of the first million put in the field 
by Great Britain, as announced by 
Premier Asquith in parliament. num- 
ber 57,000. And this cannot be regard:+ 
ed aS an extravagant figure. To eom- 
pute the industrial loss by the witn- 
drawal of these millions from produc- 
tive occupation is impossible. As for 
the direct money outgo, the Britigh 
government contemplates the need of 
an additional tax providing $250,009,- 
000 to meet the army expenditure un- 
til March next, the end of the fiseal 
year, and a war loan of a billion 
dollars.

1916! Few realise how 
are to the preliminaries of 
great presidential strugzle.
